Public Attention 
Diverted 
From Treason Trial 
By Latest Action 


CHARLES TOWN. W. Va., May 9— 
Daily growing resentment cf the peo­ 
ple of Charles Town against the state 
police, who have superceded local law 
enforcement authorities during 
the 
murder and treason trials of the 'min­ 
ers, reached the inflammatory point 
today. 
Leading citizens, including business 
men and bankers, are demanding that 
Governor Morgan order the instant 
removal of the constabulary. 
Peti­ 
tions appealing to the governor to 
withdraw the state police were cir­ 
culated 
today and Mayor A. M- 
S. 
Morgan is making strenuous efforts 
to keep citizens from getting together 
in an ‘‘indignation meeting” so that 
serious trouble may be averted. 
The mayor’s action in demanding 
the removal of the constabulary fol­ 
lowed what was said to have been an 
attempted intimidation by the state 
police of newspaper correspondents 
covering the miners’ trials. 
The freely expressed indignation of 
the citizens against what they charac­ 
terize as “unwelcome occupation of 
the town” bv the state police has al­ 
most entirely diverted public interest 
from the trial of William 
Blizzard, 
first to be tried of the more than a 
score of miners who marched on Lo­ 
gan and Mingo counties last summer 
and took part in the b a ttle of Blair 
mountain. 
Mayor Morgan said today that dis­ 
missal of the charge of disorderly 
conduct agains Lieut. Mack B. Lilly, 
commanding the local detachment was 
to “avert an open rupture between 
the local 
civil authorities and 
tho 
state police.’* 
He 
added that the 
constabulary 
was “not wanted in town.” 
“I would much rather have a com­ 
pany of militia here if the situation 
got beyond the control of the local 
police,” the mayor said.

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GOVERNMENT WILL NOT ASK FURTHER RELEASE OF 
GENERAL WOOD. 


The question of whether Major General Leonard Wood will 
become provost of the University of Pennsylvania in September or 
remain in Manila as Governor of the Philippines was 
put 
up 
squarely to General Wood himself by President Harding and Sec­ 
retary Weeks. 
Both the President and Secretary desire General Wood to 
stay in the Philippines, at least until the reforms he has intro­ 
duced are well under way, but they will neither insist that he re­ 
main nor urge a further release of his service from the University 
on the plea an emergency exists in the Philippines. 
Elision in the matter was reached in a conference between 
the President and Mr. Weeks at the White House, after the Sec­ 
retary of War had been informed by Senator Peppier and Dr. J. 
Norman Henry, president of the General Alumni Association of 
the University, that the trustees had declined to grant another 
release or acquiesce in the War Department’s suggestion that 
General Wood be permitted to stay in Manila for an additional six 
months. 
The attitude of the University of Pennsylvania trustees, as 
revealed by Senator Peppier, who is one of them, indicates plainly 
that nothing short of a crisis in the Philippines would cause them 
to alter their present conviction that his presence at the Universi­ 
ty is necessary' by September. 
‘Tn the absence of such an emergency, however, it was ex­ 
plained that the board felt they had the right to expect the ar­ 
rangement made between General Wood and the University" would 
be adhered to and that, therefore, they would be indisposed to 
grant any extension of time. 
“We look confidently for the return of General Wood to the 
University in order that he may take up his official duties on or 
before September I.” 
Secretary' Weeks acknowledged the situation in the islands 
presented no phases which might be termed an emergency. The 
eagerness on the part of the Administration to have him remain, 
at least for another short period, is due largely to the financial 
situation, which is slowly but successfully being straightened out 
by the Wood Administration.
